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Treatment Plant May 
Soon Draw On River 


It may have taken longer than 
expected to get the new water 
treatment plant in operation 
here, but it soon may be proving 
its worth. 

With continued drought con- 
ditions, no appreciable rainfall 
in sight and Haggetts pond 
dropping, a decision may have 
to be made within the week to 
go to the Merrimack river to 
supplement the Andover water 
supply. 

The treatment plant was built 
to take water from the 
Merrimack, treat and place it 
in Haggetts for storage. 

Public Works Director 
Robert E. McQuade reports 
this week that his department is 
currently in the process of ex- 
amining figures and statistics 
in order to make the decision on 
whether to go to the Merrimack 
or not. 

Considering that Haggetts, 
the town’s main reservoir, nor- 
mally does not begin to recover 
until November, and the fact 


that the level is now dropping 
substantially, the plant may be 
processing Merrimack River 
next week sometime, the public 
works director states. 

With the possibility of going 
to the river for supply at some 
time, the public works official 
would rather go to that source 
now, rather waiting until later. 

Such action would give ade- 
quate time for the river water 
to be treated and placed in the 
pond for aeration and storage. 

Draft on the water supply has 
been reaching record propor- 
tions this summer. The water 
department has been averaging 
six million gallons pumped dai- 
ly and on some occasions has 
gone as high as eight million 
gallons. 

The effect on Haggetts is ob- 
vious and the level is now four 
feet below normal. 

As for the new treatment 
plant, put on line earlier this 
year, after over a year delay in 
completion, the system is work- 


ing very well, McQuade 
reports. 

With the process, a better 
quality of water is being 
delivered to Andover residents. 
People should be noticing an 
improvement in color and 
quality through the new 
processing available through 
the plant. 


To date, only water from 
Haggetts has been processed 
through the plant. 

Should the town have to go to 
the Merrimack, public works 
officials feel confident that the 
ultimate product will be of hig 
quality. 


The water will be taken in at 
the Fish Brook pumping station 
and delivered for treatment to 
the plant for treatment. 

The processing there will be 
carefully watched and 
monitored so that by the time 
the water is placed in Haggetts,

New Associate Begins Duties 


Dr. Harry S. Westcott moved 
into town and into the new 
associate superintendent of 
schools position this week, ex- 
pecting to be more of ‘‘a 
passenger rather than a pilot”’ 
during the early months of the 
1974-75 school year. 

After all, Westcott said, by 
August things are pretty well 
ready to roll. ‘‘People have 
made plans, procedures have 
been established and materials 
have been procured.” 

He said he was spending the 
first few days getting ac- 
quainted and that he found it 
‘exciting’ to see the number of 
school people scurrying about - 
- teachers, department heads 
and principals - - so long before 
school officially starts. 

He said he was looking 
forward to learning their goals, 
and still further, to seeing if the 
outcomes match those goals 
later on 


Westcott admitted he had 
“‘heard vibrations’’ about 
school system-school com- 
mittee conflicts over the past 
year. But, he said, ‘‘since I was 
the school committee’s choice, 
I would hope that we will work 
together in reasonable har- 
mony.” 

He added that from the many 
people he has met, he feels a 
very positive, optimistic out- 
look exists, and that ‘‘moving 
through an area of doldrums”’ 
should be an easy task. 

“From my standpoint,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘Andover looks like a 
good place to be.”’ 

(The school committee, after 
demoting assistant superinten- 
dent Edward Regan and 
demolishing his position, 
created the one that Westcott 
now fills.) 

Westcott further explained 
that his job-may be a little 
different, because he sees some

Referred to as the “Capes on the Roof,” the buildings were airlifted into 
position when the plant was constructed. The energy saving experiment is hoped to not only 
meet the energy demands, but also save considerable annual costs of the company. 


Raytheon Plant To Attempt 
Energy Conservation 


A rooftop air conditioner at 
Raytheon Company’s West An- 
dover plant is being converted to 
double as a heating unit this 
winter, If the test is successful, it 
could lead to significant savings 
in energyconsumptionfor the all- 
electric plant and pare its total 
electric bill by as much as 16 per- 
cent. 

The unit, one of 24 similar air 
conditioners each of which is 
rated at 131 tons capacity, will be 
redesigned to act as a heat pump. 

Thola Theilhaber, heating and 
air conditioning specialist for the 
company, said that preliminary 
Studies indicate savings in the 
order of $200,000 a year on the 
plant's electric bill if the pilot 
conversion is successful and the 
remaining units are converted to 
dual use. 

The conversion will be com- 
pleted in time to assess the effec- 
tiveness of using a heat pump 
during the winter heating season. 
Heat pumps can be compared

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with refrigerators that work in 
reverse. Instead of keeping an 
enclosed area cooler than the 
surrounding air, a heat pump 
removes heat from the air 
around it and delivers that heat 
to the interior enclosed area war- 
ming it. 

The West Andover plant is 
Raytheon’s largest single facili- 
ty. Completed in 1970, it contains 
more than 700,000 square feet of 
Space and has more than 6,800 
employees. 

The plant includes many design 
innovations contributing to preci- 
sion electronic assembly. ‘‘When 
the plant was designed more than 
five years ago,’’ said Joseph 
Glasser, vice president and divi- 
sion manufacturing manager for 
the company’s Missile Systems 
Division, ‘electricity was in am- 
ple supply and we were en- 
couraged to use it. The rates for 
electricity and its availability 
were considered to be constant 
and predictable. With the subse- 
quent growing concern to share 
the available power and to hold 
consumption to a minimum, 
complete analyses were made of 
power use in the plant. This new 
power saving study is an exten- 
Sion of conservation steps 
already taken in a concerted 
drive begun last winter.’’ 

Maurice St. Germain, elec- 
trical engineer at the facility, 
said the rising electrical rates,

now nearly triple what they were 
when the building was designed, 
had reached the point where the 
redesign of the air conditioning 
units had become economically 
feasible. 

Commercial scale air con- 
ditioning units that combine heat 
pumps for four-season use are 
frequently used in less severe 
climates. Recently, some have 
been installed in New England. 
The conversion of an existing air 
conditioner to reverse cycle 
operation is unusual. Despite the 
relatively cold temperatures in 
winter, the heat pump should be 
able to conserve electicity, Mr. 
St. Germain said. On very cold 
days some resistance heating 
will be used to supplement the 
heat pump but the net savings 
target should be attainable, he 
said. 

Final designs for the conver= 
sion of the pilot unit are now be- 
ing prepared. William B. Vasilio, 
facilities and services manager 
at the plant, said the conversion 
work on the first unit would be 
performed under a contract by 
the manufacturer of the units, 
Mammoth Industries, a sub- 
sidiary of Lear Siegler. 

If the anticipated savings 
materialize, Mr. Vasilio said, the 
cost of conversion can be 
recovered in 22 months.

state's prison for juveniles and if 
there was any chance for 
rehabilitation, there is little or 
none for a 15 year old in state's 
prison. 

To send a youthful serious 
offender to a half way house is 
equally as serious an error. In 
most of our half way houses close 
supervision is absent and the 
resident delinquent is often back 
on the street with his companions 
in just a few days. This makes 
the offender a walking advertise- 
ment for a life of crime. He has 
demonstrated to his companions 
that he can get away with it and 
nothing will happen if you com- 
mit serious crime. 

Hannon says that judges find 
themselves on the horms of a 
dilemma when trying to deter- 
mine what to do with a serious 
juvenile offender. ‘‘It is 
necessary that we provide an 
alternative. Not a prison with 
thick walls and iron doors but a 
facility where close supervision 
over the serious offender can be 
maintained. I would like to see 
several small facilities set up 
around the state where supervi- 
sion and rehabilitation can be 
mingled with education and 
vocational training of serious 
offenders. A place where there is 
discipline and a place where a 
country club atmosphere may 
not exist but a place where a 
chance for rehabilitation does.”’

Dukakis Tells Local 
Group Of Budget Plan 


Michael Dukakis, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, propos- 
ed Saturday three concrete 
measures he would take ‘‘to br- 
ing the spiraling state budget un- 
der control.” 

In a statement released while 
greeting supporters and other in- 
terested citizens at a reception 
held at Cooley House on Main 
Street in Andover, Dukakis 
urged: 

- - restrictions on new spending 
programs until Beacon Hill’s 
revenue base is increased; 

- - the implementation of a 
budgetary reform package 
recently passed by the 
Legislature, and, 

- - the appointment of an 
aggressive Secretary of Ad- 
ministration and Finance ‘‘who 
can serve as a watchdog over our 
fiscal affairs.” 

Dukakis objected to the 
“current practice of passing new 
spending programs without 
knowing what they will cost and 
where the money will be coming 
from. 

‘‘Massachusetts,’’ Dukakis 
noted, ‘‘is a recognized leader in 
all types of public services,’’ but, 
he warned, ‘‘as we spend further 
and further into the red, we’re 
driving so many jobs out of the 
state that our social conditions 
are worsening. 

‘‘We are going to have to bring 
our budget under control and im- 
prove our economic base,”’ 
Dukakis said, ‘‘before we’ll have 
the money to pay for an expanded 
set of social programs. In the 
meantime, we'll just have to 
make tough decisions on spen- 
ding priorities.”’ 


ministration and 
departments and agencies. 
Cronin said that the specialists 
will have with them current in- 
vitations for bids and proposals 
on millions of dollars worth of 
items needed by the Federal 
government. 

The highlight of the conference 
will be a presentation dealing 
with ‘‘How to prepare a Bid”’ for 
a Federal contract.

The measure, which Dukakis 
supported before its enactment, 
requires open budget hearings, 
written justification of spending 
increases in any state program 
and strict review of all deficien- 
cy budget requests. 

‘‘Finally,’’ Dukakis urged, ‘‘we 
need a Governor and a Secretary 
of Administration and Finance 
who will be tough, effective 
managers and who can provide 
the type of administrative 
leadership this state sorely 
needs.” 


Dukakis cited Wisconsin as an ~ 


example of a state where im- 
aginative administrative action 
has led to large savings for tax- 
payers. 


“Governor Lucey of Wiscon- 
sin,’ Dukakis observed, ‘‘has in- 
stituted a highly successful 
program to get greater produc- 
tivity out of state agencies for far 
less cost. 

‘By simply insisting on a five 
per cent productivity increase 
from every state agency,”’ 
Dukakis continued, ‘‘Wisconsin 
was able to save millions of 
dollars and provide its cities and 
towns with nearly half a billion 
dollars in local aid. And that’s 
the way we have to move here in 
Massachusetts.”

And so the parrying, fan- 
tassing, old recollections, doubts 
and history of the town by the 
Lake all get their airing in a taw- 
ny texture of malancoly and 
mystery.

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Trade Program Launched 
To Boost N.E. Economy 


A comprehensive $448,000 in- 
ternational trade program to ex- 
pand the economy of the six-state 
area Was announced this week by 
the New England Regional Com- 
mission. Established in 1967, the 
Commission is a federal-state 
partnership designed to 
stimulate economic develop- 
ment. 

The program is directed at in- 
creasing exports and attracting 
foreign investment to New 
Iingland.

Detailing the program at a 
press conference at the First 
National Bank of Boston were 
Gov. Philip W. Noel of Rhode 
Island, the Commission’s state 
co-chairman; Russell F.

Gov. Noel explained that the 
total program ‘“‘is not some 
generalized one-time effort (but) 
a sizeable investment in a 
sustained, action program of 
many parts - designed to achieve 
a specific goal - the substantial 
expansion of the six states’ in- 
dustrial and manufacturing 
base.’ He said the program in 
effect is a ‘‘corporate foreign 
trade department for every 
business and industry in New 
england that has the potential to 
export goods.” 

Predicting major benefits 
from the project, Gov. Sargent 
said, ‘‘In Massachusetts, we have 
recognized the critical impor- 
tance of foreign investment to 
our economy. Indeed, since 1970 
we have aggressively recruited 
foreign investment. And because 
of our skilled labor pool, our un- 
paralleled network of 
educational institutions and our 
active financial community, we 
have net with great success: this 
state has moved from 13th to 
seventh nationally in drawing the 
investment of foreign com- 
panies.” 

Howell, in supporting the con- 
cept of a regionwide program, 
observed that ‘‘the elimination 
of potential six-state duplication 
means a more efficient program 
at a lower cost. The states alone 
could not mobilize the thrust to 
achieve results comparable to 
those of other competing states 
and regions throughout the 
United States.”’

Employment 


At New High 


In State 


Employment in Massachusetts 
reached a new high in June, ac- 
cording to John D. Crosier, 
Director of the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment Securi- 
ty. Crosier also noted that job 
placements by the Division in the 
year ending June 30 were 104,800, 
a 15% increase over the prior 
year. 

Overall employment in the Bay 
State increased by 17,900 from 
May to June with 5800 jobs added 
in manufacturing industries. This 
resurgence has been particularly 
strong in the manufacture of 
durable goods. Total employ- 
ment in this sector has now 
topped the mid-1970 level, 
recouping a substantial share of 
the losses inflicted by Federal 
government cutbacks in defense 
and space contracts and the 1970 
national recession. 

Nonelectrical machinery gain- 
ed 300 jobs in the month and 4100 
in the year as increases in com- 
puters and office machines 
brought total employment in 
machinery back to the 1966-1967 
levels. Employment in industries 
making instruments, 
photographic and optical goods, 
watches and clocks is now at the 
highest level in history. 

In the manufacturing of non- 
durable goods, the seasonal gains 
experienced from May to June in 
food processing, textiles, ap- 
parel, leather tanning, rubber 
and plastics were strenghtened 
by gains in paper, printing, and 
chemicals. 

Sparked by the season, employ- 
ment in nonmanufacturing 
reached the highest level in state 
history despite nationwide losses 
in the construction industry. 
Construction employment is 
depressed due to the lack of 
mortgage money, shortages of 
materials, and labor disputes. 
Employment trends in non- 
manufacturing, in general rein- 
force the picture of an improving 
state economy but not fast 
enough to absorb the larger-than-

average gains in the state labor 
force. 

Unemployment, on a seasonal- 
ly adjusted basis, inched up from 
7.9 per cent in May to 8.1 percent 
in June as the closing of schools 
and colleges swelled the labor 
force by an unprecendented 
number of youth and housewives. 
This year’s wave of job seekers is 
the largest in the state’s history 
and reflects the high birth rates 
of the middle and late 1050's. The 
U.S. Government’s household 
survey indicates that, nation- 
wide, new and reentrants to the 
labor force increased 57 percent 
from May to June and con- 
stituted 54 percent of the coun- 
try’s unemployed. This group in- 
creased 76 percent in 
Massachusetts in the same 
month and made up 39 percent of 
the state’s unemployed in June. 

Despite general increases in 
area employment, unemploy- 
ment in all metropolitan areas 
reflected the surge of new job 
seekers. Without adjustment for 
seasonal trends, the Lowell 
SMSA continues to run the 
highest unemployment rate of 
the eight major areas with 10.2 
percent and Worcester the lowest 
with 7.6 percent.

The Presidency 


We shall leave for historians, judgment and summation 
of the events in the Nation’s Capitol of this past week. 

Suffice it to note that America has passed a difficult 
and crucial time in its history in a peaceful manner, and 
according to Constitutional dictates. 

The points have been sufficiently made following the 
resignation of President Nixon of how the transition of 
power took place, devoid of guns in the street. 

Rather, we shall look optimistically at the Presidency 
of Gerald Ford, whose immediate task and goal is unity 
in the country. . 

To Mr. Ford, falls the task of eliminating the 
divisiveness of two years of Watergate and placing the 
ship of state on a tranquil course. 

It is not an easy task, to be sure, but one for which he 
displays adequate capability. 

Reason for our optimism lies in the Ford appearance 
and emergence in these first few days as a man of the 
people, the just plain common man, if you will, a 
characteristic that gained him stature for 25 years as a 
Congressman from Michigan. 

The Presidency, for the past quarter century, has been 
somewhat aloof from the people in general. 

Harry S. Truman, whose ascendence to office was 
through the.death of President Roosevelt, was the last 
just plain American to serve in the Presidency. 

Though a man of wealth, John F. Kennedy, during his 
brief administration, did manage to bring the office to 


the people in a particular way. 

But others in that lofty position, during their ad- 
ministration, regardless of accomplishment, were, ina 
sense, a plane above the public in general. 

Eisenhower, a military man, with rigid Presidential 
composure, served well but failed to completely com- 
municate with the country, ina manner acceptable to all. 
Johnson, had his accomplishments overshadowed by a 
personal awareness of his place in history. Nixon, 
isolated himself, possibly allowing accomplishment to be 
diminished by personal goals. 

In Ford, we have, again, a man close to the people, 
their needs, and a desire to associate with their Presi- 
dent, and he with them. 

Monday night, in his initial address to Congress, the 
President, was in the hall he enjoyed so much. And, his 
address, was one which had a tranquilizing effect on the 
Congress and the country. 

His message, pointing to the course he intended to 
follow, emphasizing the need to act on inflation, pledging 
co-operation and asking the same in return from con- 
gress, also contained appropriate touches of levity to es- 
tablish a tone for working together to solve the problems 
facing the country. 

It was an excellent beginning for a man who is 
politically and acutely aware that he can not be all things 
to all people, but is prepared to make every effort to ap- 
proach that goal as nearly as possible. 


The Park 


If this seems a bit repititious, our concern about con- 
ditions at The Park, the area in front of Memorial 
Auditorium, it is only because apparently it is the only 
course to prompt definitive action. 

Things are quiet at The Park, at present, the gang of 
youths being contained from their drinking bouts, loud, 
vulgar, down right filthy language and a more or less 
overall takeover of the area as their own domain. 

Reason, of course, is that the town manager and police 
chief have agreed to the stationing of a police officer 
there to exercise control, maintain order, and permit the 
general public to use the park. 

This, of course, is at a cost of $60 per day to the tax- 
payers of Andover. 

The selectmen have set Sept. 9, as the date to discuss 
the matter with an eye toward some positive action. 

We rather suspect that when the matter comes up for 
discussion on Sept. 9, there could be some people before 
the selectmen pleading a continuance of a liberal policy, 
as well as those favoring a strict one. 


Frankly, we can see no justification for further ap- 
proach to the problem, admittedly created by only a few 
in the community. 

For the past two summers, and even more, various 
parts of the town have been plagued by youths who use 
public places for their own selfish interests. 

The selectmen in the past have displayed a ‘‘brush 
fire’ approach to the matter, adopting some rules and 
regulations for one area or another. 

Assuredly if rules are placed on use of the park, and the 
youths banned from there, they will seek and find an 
alternate location. 

The only sufficient answer is the adoption of bylaws by 
the town, with sufficient enforceability by police to bring 
abhorent conditions under control. 

As for the liberal approach, we would much prefer 
allowing the police to liberally interpret the bylaw, 
rather than current conditions which allows for a minori- 
_ty to rule a public place, with no solid recourse by law en- 
forcement agencies. 


Foresight 


Just ten years ago, Andover officials applied to the 
federal government for funds to plan a dam and pumping 
station on Fish Brook to capture water to supplement An- 
dover’s water supply. 


It was step one in a well defined program which would 
eventually lead to the construction of treatment plant 
which would ultimately take water from the Merrimack 
river and supplement Haggett’s Pond, the town’s main 
reservoir. 


During those planning years for the Fish Brook project 
and eventually the treatment plant, water was somewhat 
plentiful and there was little cause for concern as to 
availability of sufficient water for Andover’s needs. 


It is sometimes difficult in a comfortable atmosphere 
of an ample water supply, to sell the need of such a facili- 
ty. 

But local officials, convinced that nature would not 

_always .be so. kind to the. community in general, or the 
area, if not the nation, in general, put forth their case for 


the Fish Brook and treatment plant project. 

In 1974, a decade later, with both systems in operation, 
Andover has little need to worry about the dropping of 
the water level at Haggetts. 


The Merrimack is nearby and a turn of a valve or two 
can bring its seemingly endless supply into Andover’s 
reservoir, following treatment and aeration. 


No doubt, people have already tasted the difference in 
the water, but we might advise there is no Merrimack 
River water yet introduced into the Andover system. 


And, we feel, through the modern operations available 
at the new treatment plant, there will not be a taste 
problem. 


Through the foresight of local officials of the past ten 
years, Andover need not fear the current drought con- 
ditions. Through the approval of the voters of Andover, 
they have been able to look Andover’s needs, as well as 
possibly those of surrounding communities and meet that 
need more than adequately.

Buy More 


Beer, Butts Than Beef 


The Amerian consumer spent 
more for beer, cigarettes and 
bottled soft drinks in 1973 thantor 
beef, the USDA reports in a 
plaintive note published in ‘‘Rule 
of Modern Agriculture Report.” 
Retail expenditures for fresh 
beef last year totalled $7.6 
billion, while totals for the three 
“‘unnecessary’’ groups came to 
$8.85 billion - some 17 percent 
higher. 

The official suggestion was that 
we may have to change our 
eating habits in the future. The 
news indicates that the change is 
already taking place. 

The Massachusetts harvest is 
extremely heavy right now, with 
prices very reasonable, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). Green beans 
of all varieties are in ample supp- 
ly, and priced so low that one 
might consider canning or freez- 
ing supplies for later use. Beans 
come in many varieties: some 
are green, others waxy yellow; 
some are flat, some round; all 
are equally good, depending en- 
tirely upon personal taste. When 
buying beans, suggests the MDA, 
they should be crisp enough to 
snap easily, and break without 
bending. If it bends first, it’s not 
fresh. If the pod is ridged or bulg-+ 
ed, the beans will be old, tough 
and leathery. 

Keep refrigerated, in a 
moisture-proof container until 
ready to use. Keep them dry 
before sealing in a plastic bag or 
tub; wet beans do not keep well, 
so don’t wash them until ready to 
cook. 

And - don’t overcook them. 
Drop one pound of beans into a 
half a cup of boiling water, witha 
half teaspoon of salt if you wish. 
Cover, and cook for the shortest 
itime possible until they’re just 
ender - for fullest flavor. Twelve 
to 16 minutes boiling time is plen- 
ty, says the MDA.

so far, and local farmers are 
bringing great quantities of ex- 
cellent vegetables to market dai- 
ly. 

Cabbage, sweet corn, 
blueberries, outdoor (vine- 
ripened) tomatoes, cucumbers, 
summer squashes, peppers, 
bunch beets and the salad crops 
are in abundance at farm stands 
and produce counters. 


But the picture may change if 
we don’t get some rain pretty 
soon, says the MDA. Many 
growers have turned to irriga- 
tion, but even that remedy fails 
when ponds run dry. Some fields 
cannot be irrigated, and those 
will suffer first. The corn season 
could end prematurely if fields 
dry up, and vegetables such as 
cucumbers do poorly in the heat 
without enough water.

Andover's first Rent a Kid 
Program began last week as 
students were referred to job op- 
portunities provided by local 
citizens. The Rent a Kid 
Program is sponsored by the 
Neighborhood Youth Corp, the 
Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce, National Alliance of 
Businessmen and the office of 
Children.

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New Species Are Spotted 


One wonders how many 
strange birds have wandered into 
New England this summer and 
either escaped notice or were 
seen by birders who failed to feed 
the observation into a viable 
pipeline. 

Along the Massachusetts coast, 
unexpected birds and new 
breeeding records for species 
kept cropping up in late July. 
Surely something of that nature 
has been happening in the other 
New England states. 

The latest coastal reports in- 
volve a small invasion by fulvous 
tree ducks, birds that most or- 
nithologists think of as living in 
the United States along the Mex- 
ican border, and an even smaller 
invasion, since only one bird was 
involved, of the sandhill crane. 

Earlier in the month, the dis- 
covery of glossy ibises and cattle 
egrets breeding in the com- 
monwealth was reported. 
Whether they were the first of 
their species to bring off young in 
Massachusetts may be debated. 
But, they built the first nests dis- 
covered in the state by man. 

The first fulvois tree ducks of 
the summer were a flock of ten 
seen of Martha’s Vineyard by 
Gus Ben-David, director of 
Audubon’s Felix Neck Wildlife 
Sanctuary on the island. 

Three fulvous tree ducks, 
which may or may not have 
visited Martha’s Vineyard first, 
were found at a pond in Rowley, 
on the North Shore. 


The tree ducks which have’ 


remained at the Rowley pond 
were discovered by Wayne 
Petersen of Abington and 
Richard Forster of Framingham. 

Records indicate that the 
sightings on Martha’s Vineyard 
and at Rowley were the third and 
fourth observations of fulvous 
tree ducks in the commonwealth. 
Prior to December, 1962, when a 
fulvous duck was shot in 
Chilmark, there had been no 
sighting of the species in 
Massachusetts in recorded 
history. The second record was a 
bird found dead in March, 1965, at 
Dennis. The specimen is in the 
collection of Wallace Bailey, 
director of the Wellfleet Bay 
Wildlife Sanctuary. 

The sandhill crane, which has 
been seen by several dozen 
birders, visits the Harwich 
marshes on Cape Cod. Harold 
Smith was roaming the marshes 
with a camera and photographed 
the bird July 24. The following 
Saturday, 25 birders were scan- 
ning the Harwich marshes when 
Maurice Broun, retired director 
of Hawk Mountain Sanctuary, 
discovered the bird as it flew 
toward them. 

The status of the sandhill crane 
in Massachusetts, other than as a 
rare vagrant, is not well known. 
There may have been a resident 
population of the birds in New 
England when Europeans arriv- 
ed - at least, there are reports of 
‘‘cranes’’ in early historic 
documents. Since cranes are edi- 
ble, resident birds may have dis- 
appeared quickly. Forbush 
reported a sandhill crane shot at 
Natick Hill, R.1., in 1889; another 
shot at Lovell’s Pond in 
Wakefield, N.H., in 1896, and 
another shot on the Connecticut

River at Lunenburg, Vt., in the 
1890s. 

In his review of birds in 
Massachusetts, completed in 
1955, Ludlow Griscom refused to 


endorse several sight records of 
the cranes in the state. Since then 
at least two sightings of sandhill 
cranes in the commonwealth 
seem valid.

Dies In Germany At 73 


Heinrich Rohrbach, 73, an ar- 
dent conservationist, whose 
voice was a regular part of An- 
dover town meetings for many 
years, died Aug. 1, in Baden- 
Baden, Germany following a 
brain stroke. 

Mr. Rohrbach, active in An- 
dover’s civic affairs for many 
years resided and operated his 
own plant testing grounds, known 
as Heather Fells Nursery on 
Sunset Rock Road from 1933 to 
his retirement in 1969 when he 
returned, with his wife Marta, to 
his native Germany. 

His public service in Andover 
was directed toward helping the 
community appreciate and 
preserve its beauty and as such 
was one of the first members of 
the town’s conservation commis- 
sion. He served as its chairman 
for six years. 

Despite his absence from An- 
dover since 1969, Mr. Rohrbach 
wrote frequently to his friends 
here, and occasionally cor- 
responded with the TOWNSMAN, 
particular in the areas of conser- 
vation and on areas of plant life 
in Andover. 

He was a member of the An- 
voer Village Improvement Socie- 
ty, The Andover Historical Socie- 
ty and South church, during his 
residence in Andover. 

He lectured to garden clubs 
around the state and authored ar- 
ticles for horticultural 
periodicals, here and abroad. 

The horticulturist was also 
president of the Lawrence Ger- 
man school, a position he held for 
29 hears and taught regularly 
there in the only school within a 
wide area where children could 
learn the German language in 
after school hours. 

Born Oct. 10, 1900, Mr. Rohr- 
bach was only 12, when his 
father, a banker, died and he and 
his brother, Fritz, 14, went to live 
with their grandparents, Rev. 
and Mrs. Fritz Encke, where he 
picked up his botanical and hor- 
ticultural skill. 

He graduated from the 
Graduate School of Horticulture 
in Berlin-Dahlem, Germany in 
1921 and came to this country in

that year to establish a nursery 
and landscape department for 
the Baker Estates in Altoona, 
Penna. He came _ to 
Massachusetts in 1930 to head the 
propagation department of 
Kelsey Highlands Nursery in 
Boxford. 


In Andover, his four acres on 
Sunset Rock Road. included 
thousands of trees, planned so 
that they did not need clipping 
and carefully placed not to 
obstruct the view of the New 
Hampshire mountains beyond. 

His collection also included 
countless flowers and shrubs 
from the world’s greatest gar- 
dens. 

Associated with horticulture 
societies in Germany and with 
the International Dendrological 
Society of London, Mr. Rohrbach 
made several trips to Europe to 
attend and lecture at inter- 
national horticultural con- 
ferences. 

In December, 1965, Mr. Rohr- 
bach received the German Cross 
of Merit and was named for the 
award by Dr. William Luebke, 
president of the German Federal 
Republic. 

He and his wife, married for 48 
years, had planned a visit to An- 
dover this fall.

Fun And Gains 


Bill Cavness - A Distinctive Voice

‘Reading Aloud” - an old New 
England custom. 

Every day that announcement 
comes over WGBH FM radio - 
Mr. Bill Cavness the eloquent 
elocutioner speaks to his unseen 
audience - “‘in recognition of an 
old family custom - Reading 
Aloud presents -’’ and then he 
tells the story. 

The bulk of the past year was 
taken up with Tolstoys’ War And 
Peace. Cavness handled the 
monumental work beautifully. 
The Russian and French names - 
the battlegrounds, the proud 
homes of the gentry, the gentility 
of the aristocracy, the roughness 
of the lowly soldiers - all came 
through vividly. 

Is it some special trick, some 
extra gift this man has? 

It would appear to be more an 
acquired skill. 

Actors and actresses we have 
in abundance on our stages, they 
come and go. You see them on 
panel shows. You watch their 
specialty, the role they created. 

Bill Cavyness creates, instan- 
taneously - roles. Men and 
women - witness for example his 
recently completed seventeen 
readings of Winston M. Estes, “A 
Streetful Of People’’ published 
by J.P. Lippincott. This folksy 
story is at opposite ends of the 
Tolstoy epic. 

‘‘A Streetful Of People’’ told 
humorous tales of Texas Pan- 
handle people, before World War 
Two. As never, before, Mr. 
Cavness caught the flavor of 
every character in the numerous 
episodes. The Big Festival, The 
Rotary Club, The Rural Carriers’ 
last ride, the Judge and the 
Governor - each vignette having 
as many as six or seven 
characters, and to each one 
Cavness gave a designated pitch, 
a nuance that was perfect. 

For this listener, who can 
recall Friday afternoons in 
elementary school - the teachers 


invariable took out the current 
book and used up the time of the 
last period in reading. It was 
perfect. We were not too deman- 
ding. Our minds were tired. Last 
bell was perhaps thirty minutes 
away. The sallying forth into 
some ‘‘adventure’’ was a diver- 
sion just perfect, for me, at any 
rate. 


I gather the Producer! of 
‘Reading Aloud’’ can testify 
with hundreds of letters and peo- 
ple who send their thanks and 
contributions to WGBH FM, a 
Public Broadcasting Station, for 
this ‘‘good program’’ in season 
and out. 


Some fifteen years back when 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
presented over Channel Two 
weekly Art films it was Cavness 
who did the narration. 
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Tune yourself in to 89.7 on the 
FM dial. 

Hear the ‘‘Master’’ for 
yourself. 


A reminder of a bygone era 
greets visitors to the Marble 
House in Newport, Rhode Island, 
one of the many mansions along 
the coast which have gained 
fame over the years. 

A tour of the mansion begins 
with the guide affording the 
following: ‘‘Welcome to Marble 
House, a summer cottage built 
by Cornelius Vanderbilt at a cost 
of $11 million.” 

The particular mansion was 
used in the filming of High Socie- 
ty and in more recent times, this 
and other mansions in Newport 
were used for the filming of ‘“The 
Great Gatsby.”

Turning The Disadvantaged Around 


Proprietary (profit-seeking) 
trade and technical schools are 
successful training dropouts and 
slow learners for jobs which take 
these individuals out of the disad- 
vantaged category. This fact has 
important: implications for 
vocational education. 

An illustration of this is the 
Culinary Institute of America. In 
an experiment, this school 
accepted randomly thirty 
students ranking near the bottom 
of their high school class. At the 
end of the training period, the 
results of the experiment in- 
dicated that a substantial percen- 
tage of the students were 
average or better in their class. 
A few students even took honors, 
and only three of them dropped 
out. Some students who were 
below average could often per- 
form,-well in the practical phases 
of cooking and baking, even 
though they had trouble with cost 
control and management 
courses. Although it is unlikely 
that these students will become 
executive chefs, they can look

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forward to successful careers in 
less responsible jobs. 

A’ study conducted at the 
Center for Research and 
Development in Higher Educa- 
tion at the University of Califor- 
nia, Berkeley found a clear 
tendency for the least advan- 
taged student to choose the 
relatively expensive private 
protit-seeking schools over the 
nearby inexpensive community 
colleges and technical schools 
which were publicly supported. 

An examination of the 
elements involved reasserts the 
validity of the profit motive on 
the American scene. These 
schools survive because of their 
students’ performance in the 
marketplace. If the students do 
not perform well, the schools 
soon fold. Why do they succeed? 

Proprietary schools have 
tunnel vision. They areconcerned 
only with training the student for 
a specific job and ignore 
nonemployment-related course 
work to enrich the ‘‘whole’’ per- 
son, a basic part of the 
philosophy of most public school 
educators. If punctuality is need- 
ed to succeed on the job, a por- 
tion of the student’s grade is bas- 
ed on how punctual he is. On the 
other hand, if the student does 
not need to read to do the job, he

part of his training. The course 
length is short, usually lasting 
from four months to a year. 
Similar training in a public junior 
college is a minimum of two 
years. Also frequent registration 
for classes permit students to 
Start soon after they decide to do 
so. So the disadvantaged student 
is always conscious of why he is 
enrolled in a proprietary school - 
to learn to do the job. 

The marxet encourages private 
schools to use new methods in 


.training. The breakdown of a 


course into short, sequential un- 
its or topics is one of the effec- 
tive methods they have 
developed. One school in elec- 
tronics technology has a program 
consisting of 150 assignments. 
The longest segment of a two- 
year course in culinary skills is 
only two weeks. Thus student 
motivation develops through a 
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Complete Bath & Kitchen Remodeling. 


constant flow of positive feed- 
back, giving the student a sense 
of achievement. 

The training is also direct. 
Eighty percent of National 
Association of Trade and 
Technical Schools (NATTS) sur- 
veyed in a study of proprietary 
vocational schools indicated that 
a typical full-time student spends 
a minimum of 41 percent of each 
day in direct training. The 
private schools simulate shops, 
laboratories, hotels, department 
stores, whatever is needed to 
give the student actual ex- 
perience with the job he will be 
expected to do when his training 
is completed. 

Proprietary schools do not 
tolerate failure. They screen 
students before they accept them 
and accept only those students 
who have the potential to learn to 
do the job. This is to the advan- 
tage of the disadvantaged, 
however, because these schools 
screen them only for the skills 
needed to do the job and admis- 
sion policies in practice are often 
more liberal than in other 
postsecondary schools. 

One reason they can be 
generous is that these schools 
often offer training at various 
levels within their occupational 
group. For example, schools 
teaching automotive mechanics 
often have programs for 
automobile mechanics, body 
fender repair work machinist, 
and machine operator, as well as 
other related occupations. 
Students are placed, after their 
screening tests, into notches 
where they are most likely to 
succeed. Marginal students may 
be given a probationary period 
and terminated early in the 
course if they are not succeeding. 

Proprietary schools do not wait 
until the end of the course to tell 
a student he is a failure. Fre- 
quent, often daily, checks are 
made on student progress. 
Teachers provide individual 
assistance to wobbly students 
because they are not on tenure 
and their continuous employment 
depends on the level of skills 
their students achieve. 

What are the implications of 
these facts for vocational 
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education? With focus on the 
skills needed, these private 
vocational schools find the task 
the student can learn to do, and 
see that he learns it. Whatever 
basic changes are occurring in 
our society, one truth persists. 
Nothing succeeds like success, 
and success does turn the disad- 
vantaged around.

noted that Americans today recy- 
cle a lower percentage of wastes 
than they did a decade ago. ‘‘Less 
than one half of all we discard 
finds its way back into the 
production stream. ‘‘By making 
information on recycling oppor- 
tunities more widely available, 
we hope to reverse this trend 
away from recycling, and to en- 
courage people to recycle more 
newspapers, glass, cans, and 
other materials.” 

Using materials wisely in the 
first place and recycling and 
reusing those which have been 
discarded is clearly the sensible 
way to reduce waste, conserve 
energy and materials, and at the 
same time. cut drastically the 
waste management problems 
which plague every city and town 
in this country. In its infancy to- 
day. recycling should one day 
become the keystone of a sane 
policy of solid waste 
management,’’ Mr. McGlennon 
added.

year-old Stratton Tavern of 
Northfield, Mass. Eventually it 
will be restored and relocated in 
connection with the museum’s 
planned recreation of an 
operating early nineteenth- 
century mill community. 

The Tavern, built as a 
farmhouse about 1757 and enlarg- 
ed as a tavern about 1810, is a gift 
of Bertha Smith Hammond of 
Greenfield, Mass., whose home it 
was from 1916 to 1964. 

Now vacated, the Tavern and 
surrounding grounds have been 
secured. The structure will be 
maintained on its original site on 
Rte. 63 until funds are available 
to move it to the musuem. 

Preservation of the Tavern has 
been made possible by support 
from Dr. Lloyd E. Hawes of 
Wellesley Hills, Mass., a Trustee 
of the museum. 

In receiving the Stratton 
Tavern from the family, Alex- 
ander J. Wall, president of Old 
Sturbridge Village, said that ‘‘the 
generosity of Mrs. Bertha Smith 
Hammond will make it possible 
over the years for the public to 
understand a significant part of 
daily life 150 years ago.’ The 
gift, he observed, represents an 
excellent collaboration between 
an individual and the museum 
that will advance Old Sturbridge 
Village’s chief aims of represen- 
ting the past authentically, offer- 
ing programs of informal educa- 
tion, and promoting the popular 
understanding of history. 

Mr. Wall also said that the 
steps taken by Trustee Lloyd 
Hawes are essential in assuring 
the structure’s preservation.

An all too common sight in this 
summer of extended dry spells is 
the brown ‘‘dead looking’ lawn 
where once a nice green expanse 
greeted the eye. But, a brown 
dehydrated lawn doesn’t always 
have to be written off as 
irreparably damaged. Chances 
are that many, or most, of the 
perennial grass plants in the 
lawn are still alive. Though 
greatly weakened, they are ina 
sort of ‘‘dormant’’ state. A cou- 
ple of right moves by the 
homeowner can start them on the 
road to recovery. 

Most obvious, of course, is to 


water the lawn if at all possible, - 


the sooner the better. One to two 
inches of water, which generally 
requires leaving the sprinkler at 
each location for six to eight 
hours (followed by at least one 
inch per week as long as the 
drought lasts), will keep the soil 


“moisture at an adequate level - 


and should start putting green 
color back into the lawn. 

Once the color starts retur- 
ning, usually within a week, the 
lawn is ready for the next step: 
fertilizing it. Replenishing the 
nutrient supply in the soil will in- 
tensify the green-up and

revitalize the strength and vigor 
of the grass plants. A well- 
balanced, non-burn type of lawn 
fertilizer, can make a tremen- 
dous difference in the lawn’s 
recovery rate. 

If, as happens in some 
situations, the lawn does not 
show any color response within 
one week after that first water- 
ing, it means most of the grass 
plants are too far gone to 
recover. Reseeding to introduce 
some new plants is the best solu- 
tion. Rake out dead grass and 
loosen the soil with a hand rake 
(small areas) or a rented power 
slicing machine (large areas). 
Spread quality grass seed, and a 
good starter fertilizer for- 
mulated specifically for seedling 
grass. Keep the soil very moist, 
especially until the seed sprouts 
and the new plants are one to two 
inches in height. 

Whether you fertilize only, or 
reseed and fertilize, a follow-up 
feeding in late October will con- 
tinue the recovery, and help the 
lawn go into winter in a 
restrengthened condition. For 
added protection, consider 
spreading a lawn disease control 
at the same time to guard against 
winter diseases damaging the 
turf. 

One last point. If the drought 
continues and you cannot water, 
wait until after the first good rain 
- and then fertilize, or reseed and 
fertilize, as outlined above. 

But water if you can.

Commuters Beware! 


That Train Fare 
Isn’t Setting Well 


Articles facing the October 
town meeting do not give the 
appearance of being controver- 
sial at the moment, but local 
train riders had best begin ex- 
amining the ‘‘commuter com- 
puter,’’ based on preliminary 
observation of the item dealing 
with MBTA train service. 

The selectmen Monday night 
examined the tentative items 
they will present to the town 
clerk for insertion in the 
warrant which opens Monday 
and closes Friday, Aug. 23. 

The commuter train subsidy 
for action at the meeting 
scheduled for the first Monday 
in October will cost Andover 
$31,200. This is the estimated 
cost of the once-a-day train to 
and from Boston five days a 
week. The item, as far as the 
transit authority is concerned, 
which means it probably would 
be no less, and could be more. 

The selectmen, in approving 
the article for insertion in the 
warrant, indicated that they 
would examine this particular 
issue carefully and no doubt ex- 
press their feelings at town 
meeting. There is every indica- 
tion there will be official op- 
position by at least some 
members. 

Based on current figures, the 
cost to the town represent a 
payment of $611 per passenger 
using the service from An- 
dover. 

The board approved the inser- 
tion of seven articles in all for 
October consideration, among 
them an appropriation for ap- 
pointment of a water meter 
reader and a vehicle for the 
person to carry out the duties. 

The item is an outgrowth of 
action at the annual town 
meeting when voters disap- 
proved purchase and installa- 
tion of outside water meters.

The board has decided to 
meet at 8 a.m. in the Stowe 
school, with one of the main 
agenda items, the nominating 
of assistant principals for the 
high school.

New traffic lights for the in- 
tersection of Lowell, Beacon 
street and Shawsheen Road will 
also be considered, along with 
an item to provide for unpaid 
bills submitted after comple- 
tion of the 18-month fiscal year.

the chlorination process will 
have been substantially remov- 
ed. 

McQuade says there will be 
no chlorination residue in the 
water when it is placed in the 
reservoir. 

The plant, which may well 
solve any drought problems fac- 
ed by the town, is a result of a 
master plan for the water 
department developed by 
Camp, Dresser and McKee 
following similar parched con- 
ditions of several years ago. 

During that drought, a strict 
ban on water use was imposed 
in town and ultimately, An- 
dover obtained some assistance 
from Lawrence to maintain 
adequate water needs. 

With the new plant, Andover 
can possibly assist other nearby 
communities in need, due to the 
capacity of the plant.

be a ‘‘go-fer’’ by definition, 
whereas an associate would 
serve more of an advisory role. 
Westcott, who had been a 
superintendent in two systems 
in Rhode Island, said he didn’t 
feel it would be difficult settling 
back into a number two spot. 
“To be associate superinten- 
dent in Andover,”’ he said, ‘‘isa 
greater responsibility than to 


‘be a superintendent in a town 


with way less than one-third of 
the pupils and a much smaller 
school budget.’’ 

His last superintendency was 
in Scituate, R. I., with 2,000 
pupils and a $6 million budget.
